TOKYO, Monday, March 
12— (UP) —Allied infantry- 
men burst six miles through 
the enemy’s Central Korean 
defenses Sunday and closed 
in from three points on Hong- 
chon, eastern anchor of the 
new Chinese emergency de- 
fense line. 

The closest troops were less 
than five miles from Hongchon, 
biggest Chinese supply and as- 
sembly area in South Korea, but 
others moving in from. six and 
seven miles away also had the 
target city within easy range of 
their artillery. ; 

In the air, 12 American F-86 
sabre jets tangled with about 15 
enemy fighters of the Russian 
MIG type and claimed they dam- 
aged one enemy plane. No Ameri- 
can plane was hit. 


British commonwealth troops 
attached to the U. S, First Caval- 
ry Division sped forward six 
miles against little opposition and 
captured three heights dominating 
Hongchon at points less than 25 
miles below the 38th Parallel. 


U. S. Marines to the south 
moved forward three miles despite 
increasing mortar fire to less than 
six air miles of the Red head- 
quarters in a move that threaten- 
ed to close a three-way trap on 
thousands of enemy soldiers in 
the Hongchon area. 


Between the two forces Greek 
troops operating with the First 
Cavalry fought off an intense 
five-minute counterattack during 
which the enemy hurled them- 
selves against the muzzles’ of the 
Allied guns. The Greeks and the 
First Cavalry units were not lo- 
cated officially but they were re- 
ported to have advanced at least 
a mile from the road junction 
town of Yangdogwon, eight miles 
to the southwest.

This demands 
the most exacting powers of reso- 
lution, enormous patience, reso- 
lution and courage. It is an ordeal 
which teaches us that we are 
right to exalt the military vir- 
tues, though we are not a military 
nation. Arms are not enough. 
Maginot lines and atom bombs 
are not sufficient. They must be 
backed by the military virtues. 


Our military men are paying 
the price which our democracies 
seem to require. The commenta- 
tors today blessed with second 
sight and the wisdom of revealed 
truth, are telling us where Roose- 
velt failed; that Eisenhower was 
wrong not to have refused to 
obey orders and gone through the 
Balkans instead of Europe; that 
Jimmy Byrnes and Gen. Mar- 
shall should have taken another 
course at diplomatic meetings in 
Russia and China. They can work 
up a fine fury, can these exhi- 
bitionists, swinging from their 
bars in the cages of their iron 
prejudices. 


Truth 


The truth of why the forces of 
evil threaten freedom today are 
precisely the same as in 1914 
and 1939. It was not appease- 
ment, or trying to work out 
agreements to prevent war which 
brought it on. It was lack of any- 
thing with which to restrain 
those forces that caused them to 
move, 

We lost the Balkans when the 
Russians moved in and liquidated 
the opposition, in violation of 
pledges. The Soviets did so be- 
cause they knew we had already 
started. tearing down the mili- 
tary machine with which we 
could have said, “Stop.” The 
malicious, malingering commen- 
tators who see with such clarity 
today were loudest among those 
in 1946 and 1947 demanding that 
the boys be brought home and 
that military expenditures be 
slashed to the bone. 

The war is on in Korea be- 
cause we threw away the 
strength we possessed in 1945. 
Hitler moved with confidence in 
1939 because of what he learned 
in the twenties and thirties about 
British and French. military 
strength. 

We are entering: into an era 
in which we must not merely. be 
prepared—but must always have 
men who will possess the moral 
stature—the military virtues— 
demanded by combat.

COUNTY INSPECTOR REPORTS’ 
Fire Danger ‘Terrific’ 
At Battle Hill Haven 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


More than 200 old people, half 
of whom are completely helpless 
invalids, are in “constant and ter- 
rific danger” of being burned to 
death at Battle Hill Haven. 

That’s what Fulton Fire Inspec- 
tor Thomas C. Watkins, Jr., told 
officials of the institution for aged 
convalescents Thursday afternoon, 
reiterating an old warning that the 
old frame buildings’constitute one 
of the county’s worst fire hazards. 
FUNDS NEEDED 

L. R. Hamilton, director of Bat- 
tle Hill, said he and members of 
the institution’s board were 
“haunted night and day” by the 
fear of fire but were hampered in 
installing major safeguards by lack 
of funds. 

The fire department’s No. 1 rec- 
commendation is a sprinkler sys- 
tem, Watkins said, but Hamilton 
said the lowest estimate on such 
an installation was $26,000, not 
counting an additional sum for in- 
stalling a water tank to augment 
dangerously low water pressure 
at the institution. 


Cheaper fire detection and alarm

Local Level Crime War 
Urged by Probe Counsel 


CHICAGO, March 11—(4)—The Senate Crime Committee’s 
chief counsel said Sunday the solution to the problem of break- 
ing the back of organized crime lies at the local level. 

Rudolph Halley, chief counsel of the committee which is in- 
vestigating nationwide crime and its political links, expressed 
that view in a round-table radio broadcast. 

Halley said the crime committee is seeking ways to draft 
legislation dealing with modern crime without building a “su- 
per police force.” | 

Another speaker, Donald S. Leonard, commissioner of 
Michigan State Police, said he believed the local problem is 
one of co-ordination. He said there is evidence of the “lack of 
co-ordination and co-operation ... generally due to distrust, 
jealousy and an ignorance of the fundamental” functions of 
various local law-enforcement agencies. : 

Both opposed a system of rotating local police to avoid cor- 
mn ny They contended rotation was expensive, prevented 

from g an intimate knowledge of local crime prob- 
ems, and to recognize that the basic answer to local cor- 
ruption lies with the top men in a community.

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A Thorough Clean-Up Is in Order 


Witnesses before the Senate Crime In- 
vestigating Committee, now studying the 
transport of unstamped liquor into r- 
gia and other Southern States, have testi- 
fied the Atlanta area, Gainesville, Savan- 
nah and other cities are involved. 

One Fulton County man has been asso- 
ciated in the testimony with the operation 
in connection with the counterfeiting of 
State tax stamps. He has denied the 
charge. 

A Savannah man is said to Be “in 
charge” of handling all fake stamps in the 
State. 

Illegal liquor is coming into Georgia 
by a steady stream of trucks from Cairo, 
Ill., warehousés. Bearing counterfeit 
stamps, it offers huge profits in both wet 
and dry counties of the State. The State 
is losing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in revenue. A lawless element is in con- 
trol. There is corruption somewhere along 
the line. 

Harry Lauderdale, a Tennessee under- 
cover agent, said he, posing as an ex- 
policeman who wanted to make easy 
money, transported 102 cases of liquor 
from Cairo, Ill., to Gainesville, Ga., at a 
fee of $4.a case. He said the bill of lading 
showed the liquor was destined for Ver- 
non, Ala. It was brought out that fake

Let the FBI 
Look for Leaks 


It is proper that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation be called upon to investigate 
land speculation near the site of the 
H-bomb materials plant in South Carolina. 


It ought to be determined whether any- 
one knew in advance of the public an- 
nouncement of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s decision to build the plant there. 
If so,.the leaks should be traced and those 
responsible punished. 


The records show a Salt Lake City meat 
wholesaler took options on land in Aiken 
County as late as Nov. 27, the day before 
the public announcement that the plant 
site had been selected. He made a profit 
of more than $75,000 on the transactions. 


It is bad enough that landholders in the 
area should lose profits that normally 
would have been theirs, but it is infinitely 
worse that unauthorized persons might 
have had access to a secret decision of the 
commission. ,

The British 
Share In Korea 


Americans soon will have been fighting 
in Korea for a year. That grim anniver- 
sary will be at hand in late June. 


_ The nations which joined us—52 of 
them—proved that we. were right in mak- 
ing what was the great moral decision of 
our time. They have been of help, though 
the measure is less\than ours. 


France, for exa ple} is supplying some 
of the finest fighting men in Korea and the 
heroic exploits of the Turks and the Puerto 


Ricans have also been made known. 


The British share has been larger than 
many realize. It is the habit of foes of 
Great Britain to attack her for not carry- 
ing her share of the present load. The 
facts have been assembled and can be pre- 
sented in itemized fashion to prove it. As 
checked by dour own sources, the net con-' 
tribution sums up as follows: 

Britain’s over-all military effort,in the 
Far East during the last two and a half 
years bears favorable comparison with 
that of any other Western nation. 

Britain has been fighting the Commu- 
nists in Asia since June, 1948, when the 
enemy began a brutal guerrilla war in 
Malaya. A total of 41,000 British ground 
troops are concentrated in Asia. Of these, 


bills of lading are a customary ruse adopted 
by liquor runners. Liquor trucks are 
camouflaged by posing as bearing farm 
produce, creosote and other such innocent 
materials. 

There is a strong possibility a portion 
of the illegal liquor coming into Georgia 
is being:stored somewhere in the Atlanta 
area, which is the central distribution 
point for the State. 

We suggest City and Fulton County 
police, and State agents as well, be put 
on the alert for any signs of such a move- 
ment here. And surely State enforcement 
officials will not overlook the naming of a 
Fulton countian and a Savannah man as 
being connected with the disposition of 
counterfeit State tax stamps. A full in- 
vestigation should determine whether the 
allegations concerning them are true or 
false. 

The Grand Jury, which is following up 
findings of its predecessor concerning the 
issuance of city and county liquor licenses, 
might well add the disclosures before the 
Senate Committee as a subject for investi- 
gation. 

Enough facts about the situation now 
have come out to provide the basis for a 
thorough cleanup. The people demand 
that it be done. 


* * * 


12,000 are fighting in Korea, 17,500 are 
fighting in Malaya, and 11,500 are standing 
guard in Hong Kong. Besides these, the 
RAF has a powerful force in Malaya, and 
two squadrons of Sunderland flying-boats 
in Korea. 


The Royal Navy has 12,000 sailors in 
action in Korean waters. Vessels operat- 
ing include one light carrier, two cruisers, 
six destroyers, three frigates. 

The United Nations’ blockade and es- 
cort forces are under a Briton, Vice- 
Admiral W. G. Andrews. He has under 
him the ships of eight United Nations. 


Britain was the first on the scene in 
Korea after the Americans. The Royal 
Navy was in action from the very begin- 
ning. The two British brigades have been 
fighting since the days of the Pusan 
bridgehead. 


Every branch of British armed strength 
is represented in Korea, including the 50- 
ton Centurion tank, and Royal Com- 
mandos. Britain has 22,000 fighting men 
there. In addition to the 17,500 British 
troops in Malaya, there are 10,500 Ghurkas 
(British-officered troops from the State of 
Nepal) and there are also four battalions 
of the Malay Regiment, and a large 
armed police force. 3 

Britain is farther from the Asia fronts 
than any other participant, so the strain 
of keeping her fighting men supplied is a 
correspondingly greater one. 

That adds up to a substantial anti-Com- 
munist contribution. Britain will celebrate 
the third anniversary of a fight against 
Communists in the Orient—shortly after 
we have had our first.

PERRY—Unlike Sherman, Spring is moving 

up to capture Atlanta from the South. 

As an invading army, first infiltrating, then 
taking over, the finest season of the year is making its way 
northward. Already far above Macon, it has thrown out its 
feelers, scouting parties of jonquils, redbud and flowering quince. 
But here in Middle Georgia it has consolidated its positions and 
on every hand one sees occupatien forces of peach blossoms and 
blooming crabapple and plum.

Exposing the 
F ringe Operators 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps the greatest public 
service the Senate RFC investigating committee 
has rendered so far has been to show up a small 

group of outside operators, mostly attorneys and former Govern- 
ment employees who, under the pretense of having inside influ- 
ence, have been able to collect large fees for aid in presenting 
loan applications before the Government lending agency. 

Washington has been plagued with operators of this ilk for 
years without end. Much the same is true of any State capital, 
though in more limited form, of course. The real suckers, as a 
rule, are the individuals and the business concerns who are 
taken in by them. 

In about 90 percent of the cases people with legitimate business 
matters to be taken up with the Government would fare better, 
saving themselves money, by steering clear of those who trade on 
pretended influence. The percentages will run even higher, 
perhaps. 

Unlike the legitimate practitioners, the influence peddlers al- 
ways charge as much as the traffic will bear, claiming to have a 
special entree into the situation. They usually know, too, that they 
will not be in business for long and try to get theirs while the 
going is good. 

Every Administration has its fresh outcropping of these leeches 
on the fringe of Government. They live for a little while, basking 
in the fruits of their illgotten gains, and then pass on in the way 
of others preceding them—exposed in the end as frauds and fakers, 
for the most part. Thus, some of those who operated as “five per- 
centers” in securing Government contracts during the last war 
finally landed in jail. 


The Senate RFC investigating committee, headed by 
Sen. William Fulbright, of Arkansas, has exposed a 


Pipeline 


Similar group of operators in connection with the lending activities 


of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. By associating them- 
selves with a former RFC examiner, whose wife happened to be a 
White House stenographer, one law firm was able to sell the idea 
it was-in position to command special favors from the Govern- 
ment agency and collected fees of as much as $100,000 in one case. 
At least, it obtained a commitment for such a fee. 

It was this firm, headed by Joseph H. Rosenbaum, Washington 
attorney, that made the financial arrangements for the wife of 
the former RFC examiner, E. Merl Young, to receive a $9,500 mink 
coat from a New York furrier who had sought a loan before the 
Government agency- 

Incidentally, an amusing little story is kicking around Wash- 
ington that the New York furrier, who had paid Rosenbaum a 
$5,000 fee for applying for an RFC loan that was finally rejected, 
got his money back by overcharging him for the mink coat. Mem- 
bers of the trade familiar with the coat say it is worth only about 
half the price tag on it. 


Tables Turned The Fulbright committee has been none 

too successful in establishing its original 
thesis that the RFC has been influenced in many of its decisions 
by pressure from the Executive department. President Truman 
promptly turned the tables on the group by calling for the files of 
letters written by members of Congress to the lending agency re- 
garding loan applications of constituents. 

But the committee has rendered a public service in exposing 
those operating on the fringe as peddlers of influence. The Messrs. 
Rosenbaum, Young, et al, will be out of business as Government 
influencers after the committee gets through with them. No firm 
would think of employing them again in governmental work. 

It would be a good thing if out of the investigation of the 
Senate group a permanent committee could be set up in Congress 
to make a regular inquiry of individuals and others who make 
some pretense of having special influence. Such a group would 
serve a real purpose and would hélp save the suckers from them- 
selves, as well as improve the moral tone of Government, which 
is too often under suspicion from such operations.

WASHINGTON—The postman rings and hands fn a formidable envelope, 


vaguely familiar. 


You open it and find the return for your District of Columbia | 


income tax, due Aprif\t5, to help finance such city government as we have here, 
nothing very special, Which operates mysteriously and without the citizens having 


any say whatever about it. 


It’s always a surprise—that D. C. tax return. You 


; " forget it—and then there it is and, to compound the felony, so to speak, it comes 
while you are struggling with that other tax form for the Federal Government. Then, standing 
there in the vestibule, you go into your annual one-man revolution with a slogan which was good 
enough against King George III: “Taxation without representation.” 


It is a special sort of tyranny. For you have 
absolutely no say whatever about the District 
of Columbia government under which you and 
your family live and nothing to say about how 
those fellows spend your money. Which offers 
the opportunity to remind folks in other parts 
of the country that citizens of this capital of 
what we proudly call the greatest democracy 
in the world have no vote—and no democracy. 


Please note that—once again. 


For people in the rest of the country, if 
they would, could help us out. They elect 
Congress and Congress runs our city through 
a board of commissioners who are appointed 
by the President—not by us. But Congress 
still won’t give us a vote to elect our own 
city government—or for anything else, such 
as President and Congress. 


The same day the “greetings” arrived about 
the Distr:ct of Columbia income tax to help sup- 
port local government in which we have no voice, 
something else happened at the Capitol which 
shows how stupid and silly our Government 
setup is. 

The House District of Columbia Committee 
voted against us having daylight-saving time 
here. Why? Because some members represent- 
ing farmers hundreds of miles away—who don’t 
like daylight-saving tinte—are afraid to vote it 
for us. It might offend those farmer constituents 
hundreds of miles away. On this issue we are 
blocked by Congressmen from, specifically, Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia, Missouri, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Iowa and Nebraska. 

The whole committee wasn’t there for the 
vote and eventually we'll probably get daylight 
time approved by Congress but, as last year, it 
may happen late, after the rest of the East al- 
ready has gone on daylight time, which makes 
for all sorts of unnecessary confusion.

When John Godwin was buried in Gerard, 
Ala., his monument was erected by a former 
slave. The inscription reads—‘John Godwin, 
born October 17, 1798, died February 26, 
1859. This stone was placed here by Horace 
King, in lasting remembrance of the love and 
gratitude he felt for his lost friend and former 
master.” John Godwin built the first bridge 
across the Chattahoochee River, connecting 
Georgia and Alabama, at Columbus. He had 
taught his slave, Henry King, the bridge con- 


traeting business and had left him as directing 
head of xsmany operations throughout the 
South. After being given his freedom by 
Godwin, King went into business at Colum- 
bus and was very successful. His white 
friends in Georgia sponsored the passage of 
a bill by the Alabama Legislature giving him 
the right to sue and be sued so he would not 
be handicapped in securing contracts. This is 
probably the only monument in the world 
erected by a slave to his master.

Sen. Fulbright took*a look at the stench uncorked by his committee's RFC investigation and 
suggested it indicates a need for a general investigation of the moral level of our Government. The 


only thing wrong wi.h that remark is it is too far behind public sentiment. 


For months the side- 


walk citizens of this country have stood aghast at the evidence of nonchalant immorality in the 
highest places, and the devastating effect it is having on the nation’s whole code of political ethics. 


Claude I. Bakewell, Republican candidate 
for Congress from the 1lth District in the elec- 
tion to be held Friday, is making govern- 
ment and party morality the domimant issue in 
his campaign. “The chief enemy of America,” 
he says, “is not the Russians, the North Koreans 
nor the Chinese Reds. It is not inflation, al- 
though that is bad enough. It is something much 
more deadly—cynicism.” 


(Editor’s Note: Mr. Bakewell won the elec- 
tion.) 


And this cynicism has its origin in the 
miasma of corruption.in high places, among 
those to whom the public should look for 
honest leadership at Federal, State and local 
levels. But coupled with cynicism is an 
appalling apgihy among decent American 
voters which has permitted the control of 
government to slip by default into the hands 
of gangsters, hoodlums and corruptionists. 


Mr. Bakewell’s plea is for the voters to be 
not only “aghast” at what is happening in Amer- 
ica, but to do something about it—elect men to 
office who will be no part of the plunder bund 
and employ courage and intelligence and native 
honesty to the effort of cleaning the Augean 
stables. 


Let us look at the recent record: 


The multibillion-dollar RFC all but con- 
victed of requiring only that loan applications be 
made through the “right” people, who in turn 
collected handsome fees and saw to it that per- 
sons close to the White House received suitable 
gratuities. 

The Fulbright Committee’s ‘corrective efforts 
ridiculed as “asinine” by President Truman, a 
reckless brush-off of evil in government only 
slightly less inept than his branding of the Com- 
munist :nvestigation as a “red herring.” 

Gen. Harry Vaughan, long-time, loose-tongued 
crony of the President, associated with gifts of 
deep-freeze units made to win government fa- 
vor—and with never a rebuke from the White 
House, much less a dismissal. 


Another Truman pal, John Maragon, using 
White House friendship for personal profit. 
Maragon is unique among favor-peddlers in that 
he was convicted. But only of perjury, a tech- 
nical appeal from which now has a Washington 
Court of Appeals tied in knots. 

The Kefauver crime inquiry, which has be- 
gun to reveal government at local levels rotten 
with the bribery and corruption of organized 
gambling. 

The Tyding campaign investigation in Mary- 
land, and its evidence of politics at an unbeliev- 
able level of degradation. And in Mississippi, 


where Federal jobs were frankly and openly sold 
to the highest bidder. Would this have happened 
had Washington net offered the cue in ethics? 
And earlier, the Taft election battle in Ohio, 
where anti-Taft campaign tactics reached an 
all-time high in viciousness. 


Along a slightly different line, we have Price 
Controller DiSalle demonstrating the reckless 
attitude of officiadom in spending $17,000 of 
the people’s money to telegraph lengthy instruc- 
tions to local price chiefs instead of writing 
them at a fraction of the cost. 


And what are the effects? 


In New York a group of miscreant teen-agers 
listened to a lecture from the judge on respect 
for the law, then inquired casually why they 
should have respect for government when their 
seniors, among them government’s own officials, 
show scant respect for it. Surely such stun- 
ning truth from the generation next to have 
charge of this nation’s future should wake us up. 


And to go on up the age scale: College youths 
succumbing to the lure of easy money through 
fixed basketball games; a rash of income tax 
evasions by upper-bracket persons—all demon- 
strating that too many people feel themselves 
above the law. How can our democracy hope to 
survive amid this ruinous psychology of “any- 
thing goes that you can get by with’? How 
can it be stopped’ 


Sen. Fulbright’s suggestion implied a morals 
investigation by Congressional committee. But 
is the hour too lat for that? 


One cannot fcrget that President Truman’s 
neat trick of getting copies of all Congressmen’s 
letters to RFC produced an instant committee 
disinterest in pursuing the RFC inquiry much 
farther. 


So there follows an inevitable suspicion 
that Congressional hands as a whole are so 
soiled their owners prefer a charge of white- 
wash to an appearance in the court of pub- 
lic opinion. Certainly Congressmen have a 
duty to introduce constituents around Wash- 
ington. If their introduction letters were 
no more than that, why are they so appre- 
hengive of “embarrassment”? 


So arises the dismaying question: Has gov- 
ernment immorality now gone so far—become 
so all-inclusive—that it cannot now be trusted to 
find the truth and remedy it? 


It seems to us nothing will suffice now but 
an outraged revolt by the people themselves; a 
revolt which will force upon government, despite 
all political resistance and organized entrench- 
ment, a tidal wave of simple, old-fashioned 
religion.

Vitamin ‘Shots’ 


Sometimes 


Clinic Racket 


Most of our present knowl- 
edge of nutrition is less than 
30 years old. Therefore many 
doctors who began practice be- 
fore the war, have found it dif- 
ficult if not impossible to ap- 
ply this new knowledge ef- 
fectively in diagnosis, preven- 
tion and treatment. 


It is unfortunately true that 
vitamins have been commercial- 
ly exploited in shameless fash- 
ion. Many “clinic” racketeers 
have and still do keep gullible 
customers coming to the “clinic” 
two or three times a week for 
as long as the customers are 
willing to come, for “shots” of 
vitamins, administered by the 
near-nurse or smart office girl, 
for $3 to $5 per shot. 


The funny part of this rack- 
et is that in many instances 
the customer pays and pays 
and never sees the doctor for 
months. Barnum may not have 
said it, but it is so. 


Along with injections of vi- 
tamins—which, of course, have 
precisely the same effect if tak- 
en by mouth—these “clinic” 
racketeers sell their simple cus- 
tomers a lot of minerals in 
“shots.” Some of the merchants 
who make a good thing out of 
these “shots” boldly assert that 
such minerals as calcium or 
iron are more effective when 
injected into muscle or perhaps 
directly into a vein than when 
given by mouth. 


There is precious little scien- 
tific evidence to substantiate 
this claim. I doubt that these 
“shots” would be so popular 
with the racketeers if the cus- 
tomers were willing to pay as 
much for medicine taken in the 
ordinary way as they pay for 
injections. 


Probably the most wide- 
spread mineral deficiency in 
America is calcium deficiency. 
The chief reason for calcium 
deficiency, in infants, growing 
children, mature adults and 
elderly people, is the failure 
of so many persons to con- 
sume an adequate daily ra- 
tion of milk. 


For growing children that 
means not less than 1% pints 
(three glassfuls) of pure, fresh, 
whole, undoctored raw milk. 
For mature adults and elderly 
folks it means not less than a 
pint (two glassfuls) every day. 


By raw milk I do not neces- 
sarily mean any milk at all. 
I mean Certified milk (pro- 
vided it is not pasteurized) or 
Grade A raw milk from tuber- 
culin tested herd, or fresh raw 
milk from your own cow or your 
neighbors if you are reason- 
ably sure the cow or cows are 
healthy. 

Some of the less familiar 
signs of calcium deficiency are 
grinding the teeth in_ sleep, 

breath-holding spells in -a 
young child, painful cramps in 
the legs or feet at night. So- 
called “growing pains” in older 
children, spasmodic croup, 
bronchial asthma, spurious (out 
ot season) “hay fever” may 
symptoms.

I FOUND that these “protec- 
tive foods” kept me from being 
hungry in the tough periods of 
the day—midmorning, midaft- 
ernoon, and before bedtime.

My doctor told me it is the 
stomach contracting that causes 
you to have “hunger pains.” 

The movement of the stom- 
ach walls contracting makes 
you “feel hunger,” although 
sometimes it is the habit of eat- 
ing at certain times that sets 
up that gnawing feeling.

WINTHIN 7 to 10 days, 
though, my stomach was al- 
ready getting smaller from 
holding less food. There was 
less of it to contract, and I 
failed to get “hungry” as quick- 
ly. 


Eating three normal meals 

a day kept my stomach feel- 
ing “full.” 

On my one-meal-a-day sched- 
ule, when I dumped a heavy 
meal into my stomach at night, 
it stretched just like a balloon 
does when it’s filled with wa- 
ter.

I'M TOLD that my stomach 
can hold six pounds of food a 
day. Two pounds a meal is cer- 
tainly a lot easier on the stom- 
ach walls than six pounds all 
dumped into it at one time. 

Like a good many fatties, I 
go to 2 lot of dinners and 
luncheons and banquets. 


What to do? 

Insult the chef and provoke 
the hostess by whipping out 
your calorie counter and an- 
nouncing dramatically, “I’m on 
a diet!’’??? ‘ase

Instead, here’s what I do. 
It's my three-day wonder 
plan. 


In order to reduce at the prop- 
er rate, I was told not to eat 
more than 1,500 calories a day. 
(I often ate only 1,000 to speed 
things up.) 

FIFTEEN HUNDRED calories 
is 3,000 in two days, or 4,500 
over three days. 


So I count over a three-day 
period! 


I found out that it didn’t make 
too much difference—a little, 
but not too much—how you got 
those 1,500 calories a day. 

It is best to have them con- 
sist principally of protective 
foods. But you could have 15 
100-proof bourbon highballs of 
100 calories each (hic!), 15 
orange juices (burp!), 6 dough- 
nuts, a loaf of bread or a bag of 
peanuts containing about 150 
peanuts. 


Yes, you could get your 1,500 
calories that way—but a proper 
combination is best! 


I soon found that by messing 
up my plate I could leave be- 
hind some 300 calories 
smeared around. 


I could mess up that fine 
thousand island dressing to a 
point where nobody could tell 
what I'd eaten. I got so I could

Be Sure You Buy Only 
Washable Bedspreads 


By SCARLETT BLANTON 


The first thing that takes your eye when you walk into a 
guest room or bedroom’ is the bedspread. So isn’t it a natural re- 
action to want your bedspreads sparkling and fresh, and ready for 


critical inspection? 

The guarantee of clean crisp 
bedspreads actually begins when 
they are bought. When you buy, 
make sure the spreads are 
washable. Remember, only per- 
manent-finish chintz retains its 
glaze during washing. 

Also, remember India print 
covers often bleed freely dur- 
ing washing. However, the 
spreading of color in this par- 
ticular type print tends to give 
it a soft, antique-like appear- 
ance. 

Most handblocked prints on 
nubby cotton fabrics take to 
soap and water easily and sail- 
cloth takes a scrubbing with 
banners high. 


Crocheted or knit spreads 
wash beautifully, and should 
be dried flat, shaped to fit 
previous measurements. To 


- assure the same proportions, 


baste it to a sheet before 
washing. 


If you follow a few basic 
rules for washing, you should 
have complete success with the 
“clean-up” campaign. 

Don’t soak colored bedspreads 
or leave them too long in tub 
or washer. It’s best to wash a 
spread by itself; the washer 
might be overloaded if you try 
more than one. If you’re wash- 
ing by hand, you certainly will 
feel that one at a time is plenty. 

Since most spreads are col- 
ored, preserve their brightness 
by washing them in sudsy water 
just above body temperature. 
Give the water the elbow test 

it should feel slightly 
warm. : 

Run your washer about four 
minutes, and if you are doing 
the job by hand, a rubber fun- 
nel plunger on a long handle 
will helo in swishing the suds 
through the spread. Rinse two 
or three times in lukewarm clear 
water. 

The wringer should be set 


fairly loose. Don’t let’ the 
spread bunch as it goes through, 
but fold it lengthwise as you 
insert it into the wringer. 

If you have a spinner-type 
machine, let it spin just long 
enough to extract the water. If 
you wring by hand, try looping 
it over the washline and wrap- 
ping a bathtowel around the 
hanging spread to squeeze out 
moisture. 


A newly washed spread is 
heavy, and presents a prob- 
lem in hanging it properly for 
drying. You can avoid the 
sharp center crease and the 
pulled fabrie which occurs 
when you hang the spread 
over a single clothesline as if 
it were a sheet. It will dry 
more quickly and with less 
distortion, if you'll use two 
parallel coltheslines a foot or 
so apart. 


Hang the spread over both 
lines and let it sag gently in the 
middle. When the spread is 
partially dry, reverse its posi- 
tion on the lines. 

No ironing is necessary for 
crocheted or knit spreads. Just 
ease the edges to shape, and 
straighten fringe by brushing 
with a clean whisk broom when 
thoroughly dry. ) 

For candlelwick and chenille, 
shake biskly several times while 
drying to bring back fluffiness 
of pile. When thoroughtly dry, 
place on bed and brush entire 
surface with clean whiskbroom. 

Do not try rayon spreads in 
direct sunshine, and iron while 
still evenly damp. If spread has 
dried out in parts, iron under a 
dampened pressing cloth, but 
never sprinkle with water! 

While the spreads aregon the 
line, wipe off the woodwork and 
bedstead with a soapy, wrung- 
out cloth. Your rooms will have 
that wonderful clean smell and 
fresh look, by the time the 
spreads back on the beds.

Proper Salting Makes Food 


Taste Better in Nine Ways

Do you know how td use salt properly? Or do you just add ‘a 


pinch” and hope for the best? 


Do you know when to salt 
poultry or roasts? Do you 
know how to make chocolate- 
flavored dishes taste more 
chocolaty? Do you knew why 
salt should always be. added 
to candy? 


We never thought too much 
about this until a young bride 
came into the office. 

“Isn't there some rule to fol- 
low to help me get foods sea- 
soned properly?” she asked. 


The art of using salt prop- 
erly is to remember its pur- 
pose is to develop and bring 
out the natural flavors of 
foods—not to make them salty. 


Here are some flavor-devel- 
oping sait tips: 


1. Salt decreases sourness of 
acids. Next time you have a 
too sour grapefruit, salt it 
and note how the sourness 
is decreased and the flavor 
and sweetness is increased. 


Salt increases sweetness of 
foods so always add a little to 
candies, ice creams, and 
sweet desserts. Add a dash 
to chocolate dishes or to co- 
coa to emphasize the choco- 
late flavor. 


When roasting poultry, sprin- 
kle or rub salt inside the 
bird before stuffing. To fry 
chicken dip pieces in salted 
flour. Use % teaspoon salt 
per pound of bird. 


Meat roasts mav be salted be- 
fore cooking if desired. While 
salt tends to draw out juices, 
the depth to which salt péne- 
trates the surface of a roast 
is too slight to make much 
difference, Use % to 1 tea- 
spoon per pound of meat, 


When broiling meat, té pre- 


vent loss of juice, salt broiled 


meat after one side is cooked 
and just before turning it, 


. When beating egg whites, add 
the salt called for in the reci- 
pe to the egg whites before 
beating. It makes them whip 
more easily and helps form a 
stiffer foam. 


. Allow % to 1 teaspoon salt 
for each pound of vegetable 
or each pint of water used in 
cooking them. 


When substituting unsalted 
shortenings, such as vegetable 
shortening or lard for butter 
in a cake or cookie recipe, add 
\% teaspoon salt per cup of 
flour, Use more salt for choc- 
Olate cakes and cookies. 


To make light cream whip 
easier, add % teaspoon salt to 
each cup cream. 


Salt is more than a mere con- 
diment—it is the essentia: ingre- 
dient in cooking. So when _you 
season food, use as much salt as 
possible without producing a 
salty flavor.

who have preceded us in glory and that we are able to sit down by 
families and friends. 


Heaven is a place of complete understanding. Many ques- 
tions must have come to the mind of Joseph when he was first 
thrown in a well, then sold as a slave to a passing caravan. As 
he took a backward look, however, he could see clearly the hand 
of God in his life. Genesis 45:5, “Be not grieved, nor angry with 
9 fame he said. “God did send me before you to preserve 

e.”’ 

There are many questions in our minds when the trials of life 
seem greater than we can bear. At the end we shall know the whole 
truth. I Corinthians 13:12, “For now we see through a glass darkly; 
but then face to face: now I know in part; but then shall I know 
even also I am known.” 

Heaven is a place of perfect satisfaction. Joseph said to his 
brothers, Genesis 45:11, “There will I nourish thee.” God would 
speak the same words to us. , 

Jesus told’ His disciples, “I go to prepare a place for you.” We 
may rest assured that if Jesus has prepared the “place” for us, that 
the mansions of glory will hold all that our redeemed souls could 
desire.
